Six Lives Lost In Incendiary Fire—Kelgu 


of Terror In Mining Town. 


SOMERSET, April 16 —Beginning with 


a fire which cost the lives of a womin 
and five children, and conli-uitg and 
ending with mobs of armed men pa- 
trolling the streets and suburbs, tbis 
has been a day of terror in the little 
mining town cf G»rrett, 
SDmerset 


couaty. 


Sheriff A J. Coloman and a posse of 


eighteen men started for Girrett this 
afternoon to preserve order among the 
striking coal miners, who were repf rt 
ed to be threatening the property of 
the Girrett Coil company, and the 
non-union nrners, principally Italians, 
who ghava euceaed-d to the places 
formerly held by the native miners. 
Two men have been arrested, suspect- 
ed of having set fire to the house of 
Jeremiah 
Meyers and causing the 


death of Mrs. Meyers, her three chil- 
dren and two 
children 
of Sarah 


Meyers, a sister of Jeremiah Meyers 


While the destruction of the Meyers 


home and the deaths of all but two of 
its occupants are not connected with 
the labor trtubles that place the town 
at the mercy of rioters, the incident has 
intensified the excitement which pre- 
vails at Garrett and adde d to the feeli: g 
of unrest and fear among the cit'z=os. 
The victims of the fire a-e: Mrs. Jere- 
miah Meyers, Arm Meyers, Richard 
Meyers,Lucinda Meyers, Pansy Meyers 
and E'mira Meyers. 


Besides the six victims, Jeremiah 


Meyers and Jonas Sullivan were sleep- 
ing in the house at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing when the fire started. 
According 


to Meyers and Sullivan, who managed 
to bieak through the fire an* escape, 
the flames attacked the house from 
the outside. Those who ware early on 
the scene say the blazi spread so rap- 
idly that it seemed as if oil or some 
other inflammable element had been 
used to saturate the clapboards. 


Coroner Louther 
went to Girrett 


from this place and found that the 
bodies of Mrs Meyers and the four 
children were almost entirely consum- 
ed. Meyers told the coroner that two 
Italian miners came to the bouse on 
Sunday and eonght to purchase butter 
He refused to sell it to them because 
they were "scabs." He says the men

A line of them 
formed along the river bank in front 
of the Girrett Coal company's tipple, 
and fired their weapons at the bu'lding, 
whicb was guarded by uo™-uaion meu, 
and at a bis -boarding house near-by 


Manager Frank B. Black, < f the Gar- 


rett Coal company, appealed to Sheriff 
Colrman for aid later in the day. 
He 


said the officers al Garrett were unable 
to cope with the situation and that he 
had reason to b-lieve tie idle miners 
planned to do further violence tonigh*. 
When Sheriff Oolemin and his pease 
reached Girre t this tvening word of 
their coming had preceded them and 
the disorderly ekment had dispersed 
The sheriff orde'ed all the saloons 
closed and his men are now patrolling 
the stree's. 


Clashes between the strikers ard the 


men who have taken their p'acss have 
been impendingfor several weeks. The 
strike at Garrett b?gan last December, 
when all of the Mcyendile operators 
posted a notice of a tea per cant, rr- 
dnction.

step. Senator Morgan, of Alabamf, 
has now spent nearly three days in 
possession of the floor denouncing the 
bill for the government of the canal 
zone as an urspeakable outrage. He 
declares that the ten-mile-wide zone 
can never be peacefully governed in 
the way provided and that, having 
taken possession of it by force,the only 
consistent method cf governing it is 
by martial law. It is not an American 
colony,he sayp, and there is no purpose 
to make it suet; it is a military reser- 
vatior, like Guantanamo, or like any 
of our naval stations or forts. It is 
held only for the purpose of building a j 
canal and the establishment of courts, 
juries and civil judges is a gross pre- 
tense for the putpose of hoodwinking 
the American people.

ny which it has conjured up.

Morgan warned the people of the 
United States that the Panama isth-

Colombia is pretty certain fully to 
avail herself of. 


After several days' debate the house 


has passed the Philippine bill. It is 
ostensibly in the interest of the Filipi 
nos but really sacrifices their interest 
to that of speculators and adventurers 
wherever there are spoils. It provides 
for a system of railroads in the archi- 
pelago and benevolently donates them 
to the Filipinos, providing they wi!l 
furnish the money to bnild them and 
guarantee five par cent, dividend on the 
investment. 
Two months ago in an 


interview published in these letters 
Secretary Taft plumed himself on bsing 
pre-eminently the friena and cham- 
pion of the Filipinos. But ho has list- 
ened to the siren song of American 
enterprise whereof administration con- 
gressmen chant the chorus and he has 
concluded to let his Luzon esnstituents 
look out for themselves. The Filipinos 
must pay for their railroads, tele- 
graphs, lighthouees, wharves and cus- 
tomhouses as they pay out of their own 
pockets for their schools, with double 
salaries for all teachers and officials, 
and we claim the credit of enlighten- 
ing and civilizing them at our own ex- 
pense!

MAKAROFF'C VALIANT CAREER, 


The -Cossack ol the Sea" Was Bra^e and 


Popular. 


Vice Admiral Makaroff, who lost his 


He on the battleship Petropavlovsk 
ast week, was well known in America 
or the reason that he visited the 
United States three times and com- 
manded the Russian North 
Pacific 


quadron, which brought him into 
frequent contact with American naval 
sfflcers in those waters and some times 
nto American ports on the west coast. 


MakarofE was acknowledged to be an 


officer oi singular ability, being thor- 
oughly scientinc in his methods, of 


ore than usual intelligence and ol 
hysical presence, which gave him a 


splendid power of command. In the 
matter of personal bravery he had no 
superior. His daring amounted almost 
;o recklessness, hence his sobriquet, 
the Cossack of the Sea." 
Makaroff's first visit to the United 


States was in 1863. He made a tour 
from California to New York in 1896 
In March, 1S9S, ha made a flying trip 
to Detroit, Mich., to view the iee 
crushers of the Great Lakes and gain 
information from the famous ice-break- 
ng steamer Ermak,which he designed 
He was always au admirer of Americs 
and Americans aud 
adopted many 


American ideis in the corstruetion of 
his ice-breaker. While in New York 
the admiral expressed the opinion that 
two such ice crushing ships ciuld 
reach the North Pole in summer, when 
the ice is moving. 


The deceased admiral 
frequently 


lectured on the construction of war 
ships, which made him famous in naval 
circles throughout the world, and was 
the author ol a boob entitled "Discus- 
sion of Difficult Questions of Naval 
Tactica." 


Aamiral MakarofE was born in 1848 


served as an ensign for two jears anc 
as lieutenant for six and was one of 
the heroes of the Eusso-Turkish war 
Makaroff and Skrydloff, 
who have 


since many times been honored by their 
government, were at that time lieu- 
tenants in the Russian navy and vol- 
unteered to mike a night attack on a 
powerful Turkish Ironclad. 
With a 


torpedo boat they succeeded in blow 
ing up the Turkish vessel and, it was 
claimed at the time, thereby made tha 
first successful demonstration of the 
usefulness of torpedo boats in nava! 
warfare. 


At the end of that campaign Maka- 


roff was promoted captain, decoratec 
ssith the Orders of St. Vladimir and St 
George, presented with a sword-in-hon- 
or and given the title of adjutant to 
the late emparor of Russia 


Makaroff commanded the guardship 


of the Russian embassy at Constant! 
nople in 1881, enabling him to make a 
study of the defenses ot the Bosphorus 
He was nest appointed chief of staf 
with the Baltic fleet and in 1898 com 
minded that flset. la the following 
year Makaroff was appointed command 
er in-chief at Cronstadt, which post 
he held until February of the present 
year, when he was sent to the far easl 
as commander-in-chief of the Russian 
Pasific fleet. 


On August 11, 1902, the late admiral 


as governor of Cronstadt, gave a dinner 
to the captains and eight other officers 
of the United States cruisers Chicago 
and Albany. Since his appointtnen 
to the command of the Russian Pacific 
fleet Makaroff had shown himself to be 
a man of great courage and energy, 
Early in March he personally went to 
the rescue of a Russian torpedo boa 
destroyer which was hard pressed by 
the Japanese and inspired the nava: 
forces under his command with a great 
deal of enthusiasm. He passed Easter 
on board a guardship at the entrance 
of Port Arthur and every night per 
sonally supervised the precautionary 
measures adopted to prevent the Bus- 
•>'s:is from being surprised by the Jap 
anese. Next to the last engagement 
' u which Makaroff took part occurred on 
March 27, when he gallantly repulsec 
the second attempt of the Japanese to 
Bottle up Port Arthur.

Politicians Seek Communion by the "Sad 


Sea Waves"—Ei-Qaeen Isabella—

NEW YOBK, April 19.—Some learned 


follower of Moham-ned wrote these 
memorable words: "Common report ia 
a common liar." It was true, then, it's 
true now and will be for all time. 
After an exceedingly miserable winter 
the clerk of the weather, whose home 
ia in one of New York's tallest sky- 
scrapers, delighted us with the pleas- 
ant announcement that spring at last 
had come and it really looked like it. 
Easter came in with golden beauty, 
but nest came a shock from the north 
pole and we rushed for our overcoats 
and winter underwear and lost all con- 
fidence in our fellow-man. Everybody 
has heard that "one swallow doesn't 
make summer," and neither does one 
sunshiny Sunday make spring; but, 
the hegira has begun, the dust will 
begin to gather on church windows; 
the Christian shepherd departs for the 
Holy L&nd to find interesting items 
for sermons for years to come; he will 
stop at Bethlehem to see the stable 
where the Savior was born; he won't 
find the stable but he will find over it 
a magnificent church and, as lively 
scrimmages frequently take place in 
that sacred temple between Christians 
of varions faiths, there is a strong 
body of Turkish guards who have to 
keep these factions apart; the services 
of these Turkish troops in Bethlehem 
and Jerusalem may perhaps be some 
partial condonement lor the late ter- 
rible Armenian massacres. Again the 
clerk of the weather fooled us, say- 
ing : "A dreadful storm is coming 
down from the north; it has attained, a 
velocity of nearly SO miles an hour; it 
will probably reach New York at mid- 
night." 
This promised storm never

The Alham- 
bra, which has no duplicate in the 
world, was her favorite resort; but 
even in her downfall, Ex-Queen I-abel- 
la maintained a supremacy and power 
which never weakened; she uttered no 
crj; she made no complaint.

| trod the wine-press alone." Whatever 
her griefs they were buried deep in her 


heart and yon could find no index in 
her face; her royal training and eleva 
tion carried with them the prcverbia 
dignity of the old Spanish grandee 
She wanted to see her son, the father 
of the present king, and the Cortes 
denied her that privilege; instead of an

the paper from his hand, held it over 
a taper, threw it on the floor and when 
it was entirely consumed she crushec 
tbe ashes beneath her foot and never 
alluded to it afterward.
